Death came to Elijah Garth 
Sebree at his home In Henderson 
at 4:20 o'clock Saturday morn- 
ing, November 10th, after an ill- 
ness of five days. The sudden- 
ness and virulence of the attack 
was shocking and the physi 
clans quickly saw the ill- 
ness would be fatal. The de 
ceased, who had been in frail 
health for more than a year, suf- 
fered a severe chill on Monday 
of last week and by Tuesday a 
malignant type of pneumonia had 
developed. On Wednesday the 
fever was very high and the pa- 
tient was delirious, save for the 
briefest intervals when aroused. 
About 12 o'clock Friday night he 
passed into "a deep quiet sleep, 
from which it was impossible to 
arouse him, and so passed away 
as a tired child sinks into a slum- 
ber, without paiu or struggle." 

Col. Sobree, as his friends all 
liked to call nun, whs in his for- 
ty-eighth year, having been born 
. in Todd county, near Trenton, in 
1857. At the age of sixteen he 
weut to Bethany College, Wesfc 
Virginia, and graduated three 
years later. One year later he 
was licensed to practice law. At 
the age of twenty-three he mar- 
ried Miss Margaret Hanks, riaugh 
tcr ot the late David Banks, of 
Henderson, Ky. Btefl after Ml 
marriage Mr. Sebree located in 
Hopkitisville, where he practiced 
his.pr»(e««ion. He was honored 
by election to the office of coun- 
ty attorney for Christian county 
and was twice elected member 
of the legislature from Christian 
county. He removed to Hender- 
son in 1890 and engaged in the 
practice of law and the manage- 
ment of the Henderson stre«t 
railway, in which he had invest- 
ed considerable capital. In 18W 
Mr. Sebree was honored by the 
nomination for congress in the 
Second Congressional district aud 
received a handsome vote, not- 
withstanding the district was al- 
ways overwhelming!;- Democrat- 
ic. 

The deceased is survived by 
his wife and four children, who 
are, Mrs. James Yeainan, Elijah 
Garth, .lr., Margaret and David 
B.

Mine Development in Ken- 
tucky. 



DIES AT SARATOGO SPRINGS, N. Y. 

Mr. Henry B. Hanson, of Sara- 
togo Springs, N. Y., died Sun- 
day night, November 10th at 10 
o'clock at the age of about 
eighty years. 

This news comes as a personal 
sorrow to a number of friends in 
Earlington, who have long known 
Mr. Hanson aud some of whom 
have been associated in business 
with him for thirty five years. 

As a member of the American 
Contract Co., Mr. Haneon, in the 
capacity of contractor, had 
charge of construction of the 
liue of railroad from Madison- 
ville to Hopkinsville and tied 
together the two endB of this 
road near old Petersburg in 
February 1871. Thus he was a 
pioneer in railroad building in 
western Kentucky. This work 
was of especial importance to 
Hopkins county because it gave 
to the rich and then undeveloped 
coal fields of the county the 
first, and always the most im 
portaot outlet by rail to the 
southern markets which have 
c|uefly sustained to the present 
time the remarkably extensive 
development of the Hopkins 
county coal measures. 

Mr. Hanson was also one of 
the earliest stockholders in the 
■St. Bernard Coal Co., the pioneer 
coal mining company 011 this

INTERURBAN 
TRAIN SERVICE. 



Announcement That Louisville and 
Nashville Will Inaugurate 



Service Soon Between Earling- 
ton, and Madisonville, and 
Nortonville. 

The interurban train service 
between Earlington and Madis- 
sonville, and Earlington and 
Nortonville, which was forcasted 
by The Bke some weeks since, is 
to be inaugurated as soon as the 
Dgements can be 
made. This is gathered from in- 
terviews with officials of the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad. 

These officials say four or five 
additional telegraph offices will 
be put in along the line between 
Madisonville and Nortonville in 
order to handle this frequent ad- 
ditional train service by a prac- 
tical block system all along the 
Perhaps six additional op- 
erators will bo required to han- 
dle this traffic and the 
already very numerous passen- 
ger, freight and coal trains that 
now keep the rails hot on this 
section of the L. & N. In addr- 
tion to the regular stops now 
made it is understood the new 
trains will make Btops at Vic- 
toria, Hecla, South Diamond, 
Chesley and other points as the 
traffic may demand. Connection 
will be made at Nortonville with 
all trains on the Illinois Central.

Now, advocates ot rate legisla-

strive. 

We have seen the disastrous ef- 
fects to railroad security holders of 
a reduction in the rates of only 1 
oeut per 100 pounds. DoeB any 
sensible peason believe that the 
consumer could purchase the ar- 
ticles consumed at a less price by 
reason of such a reduction, which 
means to the shipper, or to the 
consignee, but 2 cents per barrel on 
flour, H cent on a case of canned 
goods, 2 cents on a case or clothing, 
or 3 cents on a suit of furniture? 
CortAinly not; uor would a propo- 
sition of a 1 cent reduction in rates 
be acceptable to him, if such a 
proposition should be made. He 
would demand a greater, one that 
would bring relief to him, to the 
consumer. And who Is the con- 
sumer? Is not everyone of the 84,- 
306,288 indirect security holders- 
mentioned above a consumer? And 
should he secure a reduction iu 
rates tor relief as a customer, of 
even 1 cent pv'lOO pound, which as 
shown, does not relieve, there Is no 
f etting around the fact that he very 
seriously impairs the stability of 
the institutions to which are in- 
trusted his savings, his property, 
and his family's future weltare.

D DISTRIBUTION 



Washington, Nov. •_>(). The 
annual distribution of vegetable 
and flower seeds by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture will begin 
on Dec. I and before planting 
time it is expected the entire 
amount, aggregatiru :$S,O0O,000 
packages, will be in the hands of 
the people iu all sections of the 
country. Congress for the past 
several years has appropriated 
121)0,000 for this purpose, but a 
portion of the amount is used 
for foreign expefiineut trorlr 
other-^ltitidrcd matters. T iTe 
bulk of the 88,000,000 packages 
is subject to the order of Sen- 
ators and Representatives for 
distribution among their con- 
stituents, the Secretary of Ag- 
riealtnre reserving one fifth of 
the entire amount to supply the 
statistical corps correspondents, 
the Weather Bureau and for 
other purposes. The country has 
been divided into six section! 
with especial regard to climate 
and soils aud the seeds will be 
sent only to those localities in 
which their propagation and 
growth is believed to be especial- 
ly adapted- In addition to those 
of the vegetable aud flower va- 
rieties the department sends out 
quantities of com, forage and 
Held seeds to localities to which 
they are best suited and from 
which it is thought good results 
may be obtained.
